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ince the early 1970s, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 

(BLS) has reported annually on the number and fre- 

quency of work-related injuries and illnesses in pri- 
vate industry. BLS also provides detailed information on in- 
cidents that involve time away from work, such as demo- 
graphic and case characteristics data that are presented in this 
bulletin. These data identify the industries, occupations, and 
worker groups having relatively high risks of lost worktime 
due to job-related injuries and illnesses. The data provide the 
means to focus attention on the severity of those incidents 
and how they occurred. Data are obtained from the BLS Sur- 
vey of Occupational Injuries and Illnesses. 

This bulletin has five sections and several supporting ap- 
pendices. The introduction summarizes the 1996 survey re- 
sults. Section two contains reference tables on the number 
and incidence rates for all types of reported nonfatal injuries 
and ilinesses (cases with or without lost workdays) in several 
hundred industries. The third section presents demographic 
information on the sex, age, occupation, and other selected 
characteristics of workers who sustained injuries and illnesses 
that resulted in days away from work. Section four provides 
reference tables for case characteristics associated with dis- 
abling (lost worktime) injuries and illnesses. The fifth sec- 
tion contains reference tables related to the median days away 
from work by industry, worker characteristics, disabling con- 
dition, source, and event or exposure. The appendices present 
the survey's operational and technical aspects. 

This bulletin contains many but not all the tabulations avail-

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The Nation's private indusiry workers sustained approxi- 
mately 6.2 million job-related injuries and illnesses in 1996, 
resulting in an incidence rate of 7.4 cases for every 100 equiva- 
lent full-time workers. This was the lowest rate since BLS 
began reporting this information in the early 1970s. (See text 
table |.) Industry divisions with the highest incidence rates 
in 1996 were manufacturing (19.6) and construction (9.9). 
The industries with the 25 highest injury and illness incidence 
rates were all in manufacturing. (See text table 2.) 


Injuries 


In 1996, work-related injuries in the private industry occurred 
at an incidence rate of 6.9 cases per 100 full-time workers. 
Among the industry divisions, construction had a rate of 9.7, 
with special trade contractors reporting the highest rate (10.3) 
within the division. Manufacturing had an overall rate of 9.2, 
with the rates for major industry groups ranging from 3.9 for 
instruments and related products to 13.8 for primary metal 
industries. For the remaining industry divisions, the rates 
ranged from 2.1 for finance, insurance, and real estate to 8.4 
for transportation and public utilities. Table | presents occu- 
pational injury incidence rates by industry. 

In 1996, private industry workers sustained injuries at a 
rate of 8.9 in establishments employing 50 to 249 workers 
compared to a rate of 2.7 for establishments employing | to 
10 workers, and a rate of 7.2 for establishments employing 
1,000 or more workers.' (See table 3.) 


Number of cases 
Approximately 5.8 million occupational injuries were reported 
in private industry during 1996. The manufacturing industry 
accounted for three-tenths (1.7 million) of the total. Whole- 
sale and retail trade and services each accounted for approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the injury cases in private industry. Table 
2 presents the number of occupational injuries by industry. 
Eight of the 10 industries reporting 100,000 cases or more 
were outside manufacturing. (See text table 3.)

Lost worktime injures 
BLS has three measures of lost worktime incidents: 

* Total lost workday cases, which include incidents re- 
sulting in days away from work, days of restricted work 
activity only or a combination of the two. 

* Days-away-from-work cases that involve time away 
from work and may also involve some days of restricted 
work activity. 

* Restricted work activity cases cover incidents that re- 
sult in work restriction, such as no heavy lifting for ware- 
house workers, but not a day of absence. This category 
includes temporary reassignment to another job due to 
the worker's inability to perform regular job duties 
caused by a work-related injury. 


Lost workday cases. There were 2.6 million lost workday 
cases reported for private industry in 1996. The number of 
lost workday cases resulted in a rate of 3.1 cases per 100 full- 
time workers. Lost workday cases accounted for 46 percent 
of the total injury cases reported. 


Days-away-from-work cases. Of the 2.6 million lost work- 
day cases, about 70 percent were serious enough for the worker 
to lose time from work. The incidence rate for days away 
from work cases was 2.1 per 100 full-time workers. The 15 
highest incidence rates for days away from work injuries cov- 
ered 24 industries. (See text table 4.) Manufacturing indus- 
tries accounted for | 4 of the 24 high-rate industries. 


Restricted work activity cases. \n 1996, the rate of restricted 
work activity cases per 100 full-time workers varied among 
the industry divisions from 0.2 for financ<, insurance, and 
real estate to 2.0 for manufacturing. (See text table 5.) 


Occupational i!inesses in private industry occurred at a rate 
of 52.2 cases per 10,000 full-time workers during 1996. In- 
cidence rates by major industry divisions ranged from 15.0 
in mining to 144.0 in manufacturing. (See table 4.) Disor- 
ders associated with repeated trauma resulted in a rate of 33.5 
cases per 10,000 fuil-time workers, while the remaining ill- 
ness Categories ranged from a rate of 0.4 for dust diseases of 
the lungs to 6.9 for skin diseases or disorders. Industries that 
reported the highest 25 incidence rates for disorders associ- 
ated with repeated trauma were all within manufacturing. (See 
text table 6.) 


Number and distribution 

In 1996, 439,000 occupational iliness cases were reported in 
private industry. Manufacturing accounted for approximately 
265,000 cases, 60 percent of the total cases. (See text table 
7.) 

The manufacturing industry reported 72 percent (203,000) 
of the disorders associated with repeated trauma cases. Data 
on cases involving disorders associated with repeated trauma 
at the detailed industry level are provided in Table 5.

Cnharacieristics 


Injury and iliness profiles can vary by industry, due to differ- 
processes. The 1996 annual survey helps identify industnes 
with the highest rates of disabling myurnes and illnesses for 
specific workplace risks. 

The survey uses employer descriptions of each disabling 
incident to look at four case characterstics of injuries and 


. ane sstics of the disabli siti 
(nature ) 

* Part of the body affected 

* Way in which the incident occurred (event or expo- 
sure) 

* What directly produced or inflicted the condition 
(source) 


Sprains, strains, and tears was the leading injury and ill- 
hess Calegory in every major industry division. Bui other 
Categories, such as bruises. cuts, and fractures were also sig- 
nificant. 

The back and other portions of the trunk, such as the ab- 
domen and shoulders, accounted for a large proportion of the 
Cases reported in cach major industry. Injuries to the arms 
and other upper extremities followed. 

Most reported incidents occurred as a result of overexer- 
vion from lifting. pulling. or pushing heavy or unwieldy ob- 
jects or persons (often residents of health c~re facilities). (See 
text table 9.) Being struck by objects was the second most 
common way in which myuries occurred, followed by falls to 
the same level (See appendix D). 

No single source directly produced most injuries or ill- 
acsses. Four major categories contributed a tenth or more of 
the total: 


Floors, walkways, and ground surfaces 
Worker motion or position 
Containers 

Parts and materials

tabulated the median dzys 2 ay from work for groups of work- 
ers and case categories. as well as the distribution of cases 
involving vanous lengths of absences from work. 

The survey found that for cases volving disabling con- 
ditions, the median days away from work was 5. (See chart 
1.) Of the nearty 2 millon cases, three-tenths lasted 2 Gay or 
2 (excluding the day of the incadent). a thc wee 3 wo 10 
days long. about a sixth lasted I! to ¥) days: and another 
sixth, lasted 3! days or more.

Section 2. Rates and Counts of Injuries and !linesses 


The overview presented the summary findings from the 1996 
Survey of Occupational Injurics and Ilinesses. Tables in this 
section show that wide variations exist in the frequency and 
in the number of cases of injuries and illnesses by industry 
and size class. 

Occupational injury and illness data for manufacturing are 
generated at the SIC division, 2-, 3-, and detailed 4-digit in- 
vices are generated at the SIC division, 2-, and 3-digit indus- 
try leveis. 

An occupational injury is the result of a work-related event 
Or an instantaneous exposure in the work environment. Inju- 
ries are reported when the incidents result in lost worktime; 
require medical treatment (other than first aid); or if the worker 
experiences loss of consciousness, restriction of work activi- 
ties or motion, or is transferred to another job. 

An occupational illness is any abnormal condition or dis- 
order (other than one resulting from an occupational injury) 
caused by exposure to a factor(s) associated with employ- 
ment. Examples include acute and chronic illnesses or dis- 
eases, which may be caused by inhalation, absorption, inges- 
tion, or direct contact.

Some conditions (for example, long-term latent i/Inesses 
caused by exposure to carcinogens) are often difficu it to link 
to the workplace and therefore, may not be recogni.ed and 
reported. As a result, these long-term latent illnesses are un- 
derstated in the survey's illness measures. In contrast, a ma- 
jority of the reported illnesses (for example, contact dermati- 
tis and carpal tunnel syndrome) relate to workplace activities 
and are easier to identify. There are seven illness categories 
covered by the survey.

Section 3. Worker Profiles for Injuries and Ilinesses with 


Days Away From Work 


This section focuses on the demographics of workers affected 
by the relatively high rates of disabling injuries and ilinesses 
resulting in lost work time discussed in the previous section. 
For example. relatively hazardous industries include not only 
male-dominated work, such as roofing. but also female-domi- 
nated work, such as nursing. as well as activities thal are domi- 
nated by neither sex. such as air transport. Besides sex, in- 
formation on age. race or ethnic origin, and length of ser- 
vice with employer is available for injured and ill workers by 
detailed industry. 

This section identifies occupations with the largest num- 
ber of cases involving days away from work ‘ Interestingly. 
service-producing industries that primarily warchouse and 
transport goods. or thai chiefly deliver services. dominate 
dent in the characteristics of workers ingured while perform- 
ing these hazardous jobs.

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Section 4. Case Profiles for Injuries and Ilinesses with 


Days Away From Work 


Workers face a variety of hazards on the job, such as heavy 
lifting, working in confined spaces, and performing repeti- 
tive tasks, that, singly or in combination, can lead to serious 
injuries and illnesses. The resulting disabling incidents come 
in many forms, such as sprains from overexertion, fractures 
from falls, and carpal tunnel! syndrome from repetitive mo- 
tion. The 1996 survey captured this diversity of injury and 
iliness occurrences through its profiles of disabling condi- 
tions. 

Given their diversity, the characteristics of injuries and ill 
nesses require more care and effort to profile than the demo- 
graphic characteristics of the workers involved. These ingury 
and iliness characteristics were uniformly coded. using a de- 
tailed classification system prepared by BLS, from employer 
descriptions of the incident. (See appendix D .) 

Case characteristics profiled in this section look at four 
aspects of disabling incidents involving lost worktime: 


* Nature of the injury or illness as described by the employer, 
such as sprain or carpal tunnel syndrome 

¢ Part of the body affected (such as back or wrist) by the 
condition 

* Source of injury or illness that directly produced the dis- 
abling condition, such as a crate, the floor, or bodily mo- 
tion itself 

* Event or exposurz that describes the manner in which the 
injury or illness was inflicted or produced, such as over- 
exertion while lifting, being struck by en object, or repeti- 
tive motion. 

To illustrate how this classification system is applied, a 
truckdriver who sprains his back lifting a crate and a nursing 
aide who sprains her back lifting a patient would share the 
same case codes for nature (sprain, strain), part of body af- 
fected (back), and event (overexertion while lifting). How- 
ever, the source codes would be different: the source for the 
truckdriver’s injury is the crate, while for the nursing aide, 
the source is the health care patient.

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Section 5. Duration of injuries and Ilinesses 


with Days Away From Work 


While counts, rates, and characteristics of serious nonfatal 
*nyuries and illnesses are the most important concerns of the 
annual survey, this survey would be incomplete without a 
measure of injury and iliness severity. BLS chose the number 
of days away from work as its measure of case severity, al- 
though other options, such as overnight hospitalization and 
outpatient surgery’ were suggested and explored. BLS's se- 
verity measure is useful when identifying groups of workers 
(such as older employees) and types of disabling conditions 
(carpal tunnel syndrome, for example) that typically result in 
relatively lengthy absences from work. 

Median days away from work is a measure that summa- 
rizes the information collected on individual cases involving 
days away from work.” The 1996 survey median was 5 days. 
signif ying that half of the total cases involved more days, and 
half the cases involved fewer days than the median. The per- 
cent distribution of total cases is also shown for seven group- 
ings of days lost. Fur example. a sixth of the cases involved 
| workday off beyond the day of the incident, and at the other 
end of the distribution, slightly more than a sixth of the cases 
lasted at least 31 days. Tables 23 through 29 contain the 
median and case distribution for all cases and for the charac- 
teristic Categories shown in earlier tables.

Scope 

The Survey of Occupational Injuries and Illnesses provides 
annual estimates of the frequency (incidence rates) and num- 
ber of occupationai injuries and illnesses based on logs kept 
by private industry employers. These logs reflect the year's 
injury and iliness incidents and the employer's understanding 
of which cases were work related, under current recordkeeping 
guidelines provided by the U. S. Department of Labor. The 
number of injuries and illnesses reported in any given year 
may be influenced by changes in the level of economic activ- 
ity, working conditions and work practices, number of hours 
worked. and worker experience and training. 

Data published in this bulletin cover the SO States plus the 
District of Columbia; data from the U.S. territories are not 
included. 

The survey includes the following industries: Agriculture, 
forestry, and fishing, SIC 01-09, oil and gas extraction, SIC 
13, sulfur mining, pert of SIC 14; construction, SIC 15-17; 
manufacturing, SIC 20-39, transportation and public utilities, 
SIC 41-42 and 44-49, wholesale and retail trade, SIC 50-59, 
finance, insurance, and real estate, SIC 60-67, and services, 
SIC 70-87 and 89. Excluded from the survey are self-em- 
ployed individuals; farms with fewer than || employees, 
employers regulated by other Federal safety and health laws, 
and Federal, State, and local government agencies. 

Data conforming to definitions of recordable occupational 
and railroad transportation are provided by the Mine Safety 
and Health Administration, Department of Labor and the 
Federal Ratiroad Administration, Department of Transporta- 
tion. 

The Occupational Safety and Health Administration is re- 
sponsible for the collection and compilation of comparable 
data for Federal agencies. Although State and loca! govern- 
ment agencies are not surveyed for national estimates, sev- 
eral States have legislation that enables them to collect data 
for this sector. 

The 1996 survey sample was composed of approximately 
165,000 sarnple units. Original and followup mailings resulted 
in a response rate of 91 percent. From the selected establish- 
ments, approximately 300,000 injuries and illnesses with days 
away from work were used in order to obtain demographic 
and detailed case characteristic information.

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estimates. The first stage involves selecting establishments. 
The second stage involves selecting the sample of cases in- 
volving days away from work which is derived from the 
sample establishments. 

Because the survey is a Federal-State cooperative program 
and the data must meet the needs of participating State agen- 
cies, an independent sample is selected for each State. The 
sample is selected to represent all private industries in the 
States and territories. The sample size for the survey is de- 
pendent upon (1) the characteristics for which estimates are 
needed, (2) the industries for which estimates are desired, (3) 
the characteristics of the population being sampled, (4) the 
target reliability of the estimates, and (5) the survey design 
employed. 

For the establishment selection process, the total number 
of lost workdays is used as the base for the sample design. 
The sample design is based on lost workday cases because it 
is considered the most important characteristic of the sample. 

The important features of ihe sample design are its use of 
stratified random sampling with a Neyman allocation and a 
ratio estimator. The characteristics used to stratify the estab- 
lishments are the Standard Industrial Classification code and 
employment. Because these characteristics are highly corre- 
lated with an establishment's number and rate of reported in- 
juries and illnesses, stratified sampling provides greater pre- 
ciston and, thus, results in a smaller sample size than simple 
random sampling. The Neyman allocation produces the mini- 
mum sample size, which will provide an estimate with a fixed 


sampling variance. For the largest employment suze Classes 
the allocation procedure places all of the establishments of 
the frame m the sampic. as employment decreases. smalicr 
and smaller proportions of establishments are inc tude un the 
sample.

Estimating procedures 


Sample unit weighting. By means of a weighting procedure. 
sample units represent all units in their size class for a par. 
ticular industry. The weight is determined by the inverse of 
the sampling ratio for the industry ‘employment -size class from 
which the unit was selected. Because a smal! proportion of 
survey forms are not returned, weights of responding employ- 
ers im a sampling cell are adjusted to account for the 
nonrespondents. The respondents are then shifted into the 
estimating cell determined by the employment reported. Data 
for cach unit are multiplied by the appropriate weight and 
nonresponse adjustment factor. The products are then aggre- 
gated to obtain a total for the estimating cell. 


Industry benchmarking. Because the universe file that pro- 
vides the sample frame is not current to the reference year of 
the survey, it is necessary to adjust the data to reflect current 
employment levels. In the survey, all estimates of totals are 
adyusted by the benchmark factor at the estimating cell level. 
The benchmarking procedure requires a source of accurate 
employment data that can be converted into annual average 
employment figures for the cell level in which separate esti- 
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mates are desired. Because industry employment size data 
are required for national estemaies, benchmark factors are 
cakculated using both industry level employment data and size 
class level employment data. The benchmark factors are ap- 
plied to the size class estimates.

Reporting units are classified into maducines by the princi 
pal product of activity based on the 1987 edition of the Stan- 
dard Industral Classification Manual The data are tabulated 
according to thes SIC scheme. In the trucking and warchous- 
img and transportation by aw industnes, SIC coding changes 
that were introduced with the 1996 BLS-State Covered Em- 
ployment and Wages program were incorporated into the es- 
timates for the 1996 survey. Because of these changes, esti- 
mates for 1996 for the following industries are not compa- 
rable to the estimates for prior years: Trucking and ware- 
housing (SIC 42), tucking and courier services, excluding 
ait (SIC 421); public warehousing and storage (SIC 422); 
trucking terminal facilities (SIC 423), transportation by air 
(SIC 45), air transportation, scheduled (SIC 451), air trans- 
portation, nonscheduled (SIC 452), transportation services 
(SIC 47), freight transportation arrangement (SIC 473); and 
miscellaneous transportation services (SIC 478). In addition, 
the 1996 estimates for transportation and public utilities may 
have more variability than those for prior years. 


Reliability of estimates 
The survey estimates of occupational injuries and illnesses 
are based on a scientifically selected probability sample, rather 
than a census of the entire population. These sample -based 
estimates may differ from the results obtained from a census 
of the population. The sample used was one of many pos- 
sible samples, each of which could have produced different 
estimates. The variation in the sample estimates across all 
possible samples that could have been drawn ts measured by 
the relative standard error. The relative standard error is used 
to calculate a “confidence interval" around a sample estimate. 
The 95-percent confidence interval is the interval centered 
at the sample estimate and includes all values within two times 
the estimate’s standard error. If several different samples were 


selected to estimate the population vabue (for example. injury 
95 percent of the time.

Because it would be too costly to calculate exact standard 
errors for all case and demographic estimates presented in 
tables 6 through 29, models are used to approximate the stan- 
dard errors on these estimates. These approximate values 
indicate the general magnitude of an estimatc's standard er- 
ror rather than its precise value. Detailed instructions for 
using cach mode! are presented below.

Nonsampling error 

Although not measured, nonsampling errors will always oc- 
cur when statistics are gathered. The inability to obtain in- 
formation about all cases in the sample, mistakes in record- 
ing or coding the data, and de‘initional difficulties are gen- 
eral examples of nonsampling error in the survey. The Bu- 
reau has implemented quality assurance procedures to reduce 
nonsampling error in the survey, including a rigorous train- 
ing program for State coders, mechanical edits that identify 
questionable entries, and a continuing effort to encourage 
survey participants to respond fully and accurately to all sur- 
vey elements.

Recent survey modifications 

Beginning with the 1995 survey, modifications were made in 
the methodology used to adjust for survey nonresponse and 
data outliers and to benchmark the survey results. These 
changes were found to have minimal impact on the survey 
estimates. 


Publication guidelines 

The estimating procedure generates occupational injury and 
iliness estimates for approximately 900 SIC codes. This pub- 
lication, however, excludes estimates for industry codes if 
one of the following situations occurred: 


* The industry had fewer than six employees or the indus- 
try estimates were based on reports from fewer than three 
companies. In addition, if three or more companies reported 
data from the industry, one firm could not employ more than 
60 percent of the workers. 


* Annual average employment for the industry in 1996 was 
fewer than 10,000. However, data for an industry with an 
annual average employment of fewer than 10,000 were pub- 
lished if the majority of the employment was reported in the 
survey. 


¢ The relative standard error on total lost workday cases 
for the industry exceeds a specified limit. 


* The benchmark factor for the industry was less than .90 
or greater than 1.49. 


* Publication might disclose confidential information. 


Data for an unpublished industry are included in the total 
for the broader industry level of which it is a part. Also, 
selected items of data are suppressed for publishable indus- 
tries if the sampling error for the estimate exceeds a specified 
limit, typically 60 percent at the national level. 

For the case characteristics and demographic data, items 
of data were suppressed at a national level if one of the fol- 
lowing situations occurred: 


* The number of cases was fewer than five. 


* The number of cases was greater than five and less than 
or equal to 20 and the sampling error for the estimate was 
unusually high, typically exceeding 60 percent. 


* The number of cases was greater than 20 and the sam- 
pling error was unusually high, typically exceeding 40 per- 
cent.

Incidence rates show the relative level of injuries and ilinesses 
among different industries, firms or operations w stivin a single 
firm. Because a common base and a specific period of time 
are involved, these rates help determine both problem areas 
and progress in preventing work-related injuries and illnesses. 


How to compute incidence rates 
An incidence rate of occupational injuries and illnesses can 
be calculated quickly and easily. The formula requires: 


(a) The number of nonfatal injuries and illnesses. Count the 
number of OSHA recordable cases for the year from the Log 
and Summary of Occupational Injuries and Ilinesses (Log) 
OSHA No. 200. or the number of injuries and iliness can be 
obtained from the survey questionnaire if your company was 
desired. 


(b) The number of hours all employees actually worked. Use 
payroll or other time records. “Hours worked” should not 
include any nonwork time, even though paid, such as vaca- 
tion, sick leave, holidays, etc. (If actual hours worked are not 
available for employees paid on commission, by salary, or by 
the mile, etc., hours worked may be estimated on the basis of 
scheduled hours or 8 hours per workday.) 

An incidence rate of injuries and iliness may be computed 
from the following formula: 


(a) Number of injuries and illnesses x 200,000 = incidence 
(b) Employee hours worked rate 


(The 200,000 in the formula represents the equivalent of 100 
employees working 40 hours per week, 50 weeks per year, 
and provides the standard base for the incidence rates.) 


An example: 


The ABC Company had |! recordable injuries and iliness 
during the year. The total hours worked by all employees 
was 130,000. 


114200000 = 16.9

Therefore, the ABC Company experienced a rate of 16.9 
injuries and ilinesses per 100 full-time employees. The com- 
pany used the same formula to compute incidence rates for 
its more serious nonfatal cases, those involving missed work- 
days. Of the |! injuries and illnesses, five involved days 
away from work. Thus, it experienced a rate of 7.7 days- 
away-from-work injuries and ilinesses per 100 full-time work- 
ers.

Note: The aforementioned formula applies for injuries 
and illnesses combined and for injuries only. For illnesses 
alone, use 20,000,000 hours instead of 200,000 hours to get 
arate per 10,000 equivalent full-time workers which then can 
be compared to ilinesses rates per 10,000 workers shown by 
detailed industry in tables 4 and S. 


The Bureau developed a classification system that helps pro- 
stances in a standardized manner, using information about 
the incident reported by survey respondents beginning with 
the 1992 study.'* This system helps answer the questions 
most often asked by safety and health professionals. 

This appendix summarizes the four case characteristics 
which comprise the BLS system: Nature of injury or illness, 
past of body affected. source of injury or iliness, and event or 
exposure. 
were developed for each of the four case characteristic struc- 
tures. Among these aids were: Rules of selection, code de- 
scriptions, and edit criteria. The rules of selection and code 
descriptions offer guidance in choosing the appropriate cat- 
egories to code. The edit criteria are designed for quality 
assurance in that they identify which code combinations for a 
given case either must exist, or are unlikely or definitely in- 
compatible. Specific examples of each aid are included in 
the sections that follow. 


Nature of injury or iliness 


The Nature of injury or Illness Code Structure describes the 
principal physical characteristic of the worker's injury or ill- 
ness. Sprains, strains, fractures, carpal tunne! syndrome, pneu- 
moconioses are a few possible outcomes of a workplace inci- 
dent or exposure. The nature of injury or illness provides 
basic information on the outcome of the work-related inci- 
dem and, combined with data on the part of body affected 
and resultant lost workdays, presents a valuable picture of 
the severity of workplace injuries and illnesses. The Nature 
of injury or Ulness Code serves as the basis for selection of 
other case characteristic categories, such as a specific body 
part. Other categories represent the consequences or circum- 
stances associated with a particular disabling condition. The 
BLS Nature of injury or Iliness classification structure is di-

® Systemic diseases or disorders 

© Infectious and parasitic diseases

¢ Symptoms, signs. and ill-defined conditions 

© Other conditions or disorders (such as job-related 
stress) 

¢ Multiple diseases, conditions, or disorders 


The first division classifies traumatic injuries and disor- 
ders, effects of external agents. and poisoning. Usually a trau- 
matic injury or disorder is the result of an incident, event, or 
exposure, such as a sprain, fracture, or burn; the division's 
Categories account for a large majority of cases reported in 
coded and published at a detailed level, for example, sepa- 
rately for chemical, electric, and heat burns. When two or 
more injuries or illnesses are indicated on the source docu- 
ment for a given case, the more severe condition is coded, for 
instance, a wrist fracture is chosen over a sprained finger. 
However, if the multiple injuries are of unknown or equal 
sification is used; for example, the nature classification for a 
worker with a fractured and burned leg would be “fractures 
and burns.” At the opposite extreme, some source documents 
describe the disabling condition in general terms only, such 
as,sore neck or hurt back. Such cases are coded as one of the 
nonspecified injuries and disorders categories, such as back 
pain, hurt back or soreness, pain, hurt, except back. 

Five divisions of the nature of injury or iliness classifica- 
tion structure were devoted to identification of occupational 
diseases and disorders. Of the five, “systemic diseases and 
disorders” reported the largest number of cases. This divi- 
sion includes information for hundreds of specific diseases 
and disorders, including carpal tunnel syndrome, welder's 
flash, inguinal hernia, tendonitis, and allergic dermatitis, to 
cite a few prominent listings. Viral diseases, such as 
chickenpox, account for most of the cases listed within the 
division of infectious and parasitic diseases. The division of 
neoplasms, tumors, and cancer includes long-term latent ill- 


nesses that often are difficult to relate to the workplace, are 
not adequately recognized and reported by employers, and, 
thus, are believed to be understated in the survey. As the 
includes cases where no specific diagnosis is identified and 
cannot be inferred from information on the source document. 
Loss of consciousness is included in this division, for example, 
but if the loss is heat related then it is coded as the traumatic 
condition heat syncope. Mental disorders or syndromes, such 
as neurotic reaction to stress, dominate the division of other 
conditions or disorders. 

division in the nature of injury and iliness structure, classifies 
multiple physical characteristics found in two or more of the 
classified. As stated earlier, classifying cases as “multiple” 
suggests that the disabling conditions cited in the source docu- 
ment ave of unknowgor equal severity. 

Part of body affected 

This classification structure specifies the part of the body 
directly affected by the previously identified nature of injury 
or illness. Data for various body parts are especially valu- 
able to safety and health practitioners focusing on, say, back 
injuries or eye disorders. By linking nature and body part 
codes. one can discern a more complete and precise picture 
of the damage incurred, for example, an amputated finger 
distinguished from a fractured finger. 

The BLS part of the body affected classification structure 
upper extremities, lower extremities, body sysiems, multiple 
body parts, and other body parts. Each division is composed 
of several specific body parts, some of which are defined sepa- 
cific codes for the shoulder, chest, back, abdomen, pelvic re- 
gion, and multiple trunk locations. Within the back grouping 
region as well as multiple back regions. Coding is done at 
the lowest level of detail that the source document's informa- 
tion supports. 

Traumatic injuries and disorders usually are coded to the 
external part or location, including specific locations for the 
mouth and back. Two exceptions to this rule are intracranial 
injury (including concussion), where “brain” is the designated 
body part, and an injury or illness like hypothermia, which 
affects an entire body system rather than a particular body 
part, where body systems is the designated body part. An in- 
ternal body part is paired with a disease, disorder, or condi- 
tion that originates at, or is limited to, that internal part, for 
example, liver and hepatitis. Many of these “mandatory” 
combinations are part of the consistency checks within the 
survey edit system. 

When an injury or illness affects two or more body parts 
within a given division, say a foot and ankle are burned, the 
appropriate category within “multiple locations” is selected, 
for example, “foot and ankle.” But if the body parts affected 


are from two or more divisions, say dislocated shoulder and 
fractured upper arm, then the divisional classification “mul- 
tiple body parts” applies. 


Source of injury or iliness 

The source of injury or illness identifies the object, substance, 
bodily motion, or exposure, which directly produced or in- 
flicted the injury or iliness. If a worker is cut on the head by 
a falling brick, for example, the brick is the source of injury. 
There is a direct relationship between the source and the na- 
ture of the injury or illness. If a worker slips on oil and falls 
to the floor breaking an elbow, hitting the floor produces the 
fracture, so the floor is the source of injury. 

The source of the injury does not equate to its cause, as 
Cause is amore complex and subjective concept which is sel- 
dom linked to just one factor. In the previous example where 
the worker fell, there are numerous candidates for the cause 
of the injury: The oil; the cleaning staff who did not remove it 
right away; possibly the management which failed to alert the 
cleaning staff; or the co-worker or customer who originally 
spilled the oil. In addition, fatigue might be cited as a cause 
if the worker was tired and failed to notice a slippery floor 
warming. Thus, determining cause of injury or illness requires 
indepth investigation of the circumstances surrounding an in- 
cident, as well as sophisticated and objective analysis by safety 
and health experts. Both of these requirements are beyond 
the scope of case coding. The source classification, how- 
ever, has objective selection criteria and can be supported by 
information on the reporting documents. 

The BLS source of injury or iliness classification structure 
is composed of several thousand individual items arranged 


¢ Chemicals and chemical products 


¢ Tools, instruments, and equipment 

¢ Vehicles 

¢ Other sources (most importantly, “chips and par- 

ticles”) 

Chemicals and chemical products come in various states-— 
liquids, gas, fumes, vapors, and solids. The major groups of 
the division include acids; alkalies; aromatics and hydrocar- 
bon derivatives (mostly alcohols), halogens and halogen com- 
pounds (primarily chlorine and chlorine compounds), metal- 
lic particulates, trace elements, dusts, powders, and fumes; 
agricultural chemicals and other pesticides; general chemical 
products, such as medicines, soaps, paint, and solvenis; coal, 
natural gas, petroleum fuels and products, such as lubricating 


greases, and other chemicals, such as carbon monoxide and 
plastic resins. 

Containers include receptacles commonly used to hold, 

store, Or Carry materials. They may be empty or full at the 
time of the incident. The major groups of the division in- 
clude nonpressurized containers (most commonly boxes, 
Crates, or cartons); pressurized, fixed-shaped containers, (su:“h 
as hoses and propane tanks), variable restraint containers (such 
as bundles of roofing shingies, paper packages, and rolls of 
fabric), dishes, drinking cups, and beverage glasses; luggage 
and handbags; and skids and pallets(including those used as 
working surfaces). 
Cases, cabinets, racks, and shelves (such as tool chests, gar- 
erings (such as unrolled carpets and draperies), furniture (in- 
cluding beds, bedding, and mattresses); and other fixtures 
(such as lamps and bathtubs). 

Machinery classifies machines in three different ways: By 
industry or process. ¢.g., agricultural; by function, ¢.g., heat- 
ing and cooling, or by type of object processed, ¢.g., wood- 
working. Machines. which are primarily used for transport- 
ing people or materials, are classified in the vehicles divi- 
sion, and handheld power tools are classified in the division, 
tools, instruments. and equipment, as are machinery parts(such 
as saw blades) known to be unattached and independent of a 
machine. 
agricultural and garden machinery (such as lawn mowers); 
construction, logging, and mining machinery (such as back- 
hoes and drilling machines), heating, cooling, and cleaning 
machinery and appliances (especially refrigerators, furnaces, 
air conditioners, and vacuum cleaners), material handling 
machinery (including conveyors, elevators, and jacks), metal, 
woodworking, and special material machinery (such as saw- 
ing or spot welding machinery and nonprinting presses), of- 
fice and business machinery (such as computers and photo- 
copiers); special process machinery (including food slicers, 
printing presses, and sewing machines), and miscellaneous 
machinery (such as televisions, air compressors, and vending 
machines). 

Parts and materials ase sources of injury and iliness if they 
are unattached and independent of a machine, tool, or ve- 
hicle, or if it is unlikely that the machine, tool, or vehicle was 
involved in the injury. When cited as the source of injury or 
illness, general floor surface in a building or on the ground is 
matched to the appropriate entry in the division, structures 
and surfaces. 

Major groups within the parts and materials division in- 
Clude the solid elements of building materials (including lum- 
ber, wallboard, metal pipe or panels, and window panes), fas- 
teners, connectors, ropes, and ties (such as nails and nonelec- 
trical wire); unattached hoisting accessories (such as hooks 
and shackles), unattached machine, tool, and electric parts 
(including electrical wiring, motors, dies and molds, and saw 
blades), nonstructural metal materials (such as molten metal 


and precious metal ingots); tars, sealants, caulking, and imsu- 
lating materials (primarily asphalt or roofing tar), nonmetal 
tarps and sheeting (such as plastic tarps); and unattached ve- 
hicle and mobile equipment parts (including tires, batteries, 
and unattached truck trailers). 

Persons, plants, animals, and minerals classifves living or- 
ganisms (including infectious and parasitic gents) and their 
products, as well as raw, metallic, and nonmetallic minerals. 
The vast majority of cases coded to this division are in one of 
two major groups, person— injured or ill worker or person— 
other than injured or ill worker. Bodily motion or position of 
the injured, ill worker, the dominant subgroup of person— 
injured or ill includes stresses or strains induced by a free 
movement of the body or its parts, with no impact involved. 
All cases assigned to this subgroup must also carry an event 
or exposure of bodily reaction, repetitive motion, or sustained 
viewing. A health care patient or resident is cited as the source 
of the injury or iliness for the large majority of cases in the 
subgroup, person—other than injured or ill worker. Many 
cases in which the health care patient is the source, the pa- 
tient may also carry one of the assault and violent codes. 

Other major groups within the division include animal and 
animal products (such as dogs, horses, and leather hides): 
fresh or processed food products (such as meats and fats/oils). 
infectious and parasitic agents, primarily viruses, metallic min- 
erals; nonmetallic minerals, except fuels (primarily rocks or 
crushed stone), and plants, trees, and vegetation in a natural 
or unprocessed condition (such as trees and logs). 

Structures and surfaces classifies ali types of structures 
and structural elements (including building structures and 
systems, sewers, scaffolds, towers, doors, and walls) as well 
as walking, working, and road surfaces. Excluded from this 
division are independent, unattached parts or materials (such 
as bricks and structural metals) as well as ladders, both fixed 
and temporary. 

The dominant major group within this division is floors, 
walkways, and ground surfaces. These surfaces can be tem- 
porary or permanent, indoors or outdoors, above or below 
ground, and so forth. Classified separately within this major 
group are escalators; floors, primarily floor of building; 
ground, including athletic fields; sidewalks, paths, and out- 
door walkways, such as bicycle paths and hiking trails; stairs 
below ground level. not elsewhere classified, such as ditches 
marily ramps, runways (including airport), and loading docks. 
The next major group within this division that is important is 
“other structural elements (door, roof, wall and so forth),” 
whether they are independent or part of a building or other 
structure. “Structures,” which primarily includes scaffolds, 
towers, and sewers, is another significant group. 

Tools, instruments, and equipment classifies handtools 
(nonpowered, powered, and power not determined), ladders 
(fixed and movable), equipment (photographic, protective, 
recreation, and athletic), and instruments (medical and surgi- 
cal), as well as other tools, instruments, and equipment, such 


as wheeichairs. Excluded from this division are parts known 
to be unattached and independent of a tool, such as unattached 
saw blades, or incidents where a tool was probably not in- 
volved. 

Nonpowered handitools is the most common major group 
in this division. Such tools are classified according to their 
functions, for example, knives and other cutting tools or show - 
els and other digging tools. Handtools in this group are not 
powered by electricity, fuel (gasoline, coal), air, steam, wa- 
ter, or gunpowder. Powered handtools, another major group 
commonly cited, include all handheld tools that require a 
source of energy to operate, such as powered saws and weld- 
ing torches. Cutting or turning handtools (wrenches, for ex- 
ample) were cited most often in the major group, handtools— 
power not determined. “Ladders” largely went unspecified 
in that major group, but movable rather than fixed ladders 
were almost always cited when the source document provided 
division include needles and syringes (medical/surgical in- 
struments), cameras (photographic equipment), lifelines, 
nastic and ¢ xercise equipment (recreational and athletic equip- 
ment (stretchers. for example), and pianos among tools, in- 
struments, and equipment not classified in other major groups. 

Vehicles for all modes of public, private, work-related, and 
those primarily designed to transport people (e.g.. automo- 
biles, passenger trains); those chiefly carrying or transferring 
goods (e.g., forklifts, whee! barrows); and those serving pri- 
marily as recreational devices (e.g., bicycle, golf cart). Ma- 
purposes are excluded from this division. A vehicle code in 
this division was selected as the source of injury or iliness 
whenever a “transportation incident” was selected as the event 
or exposure. 

Motorized highway vehicle was the most commonly se- 
automobiles, which are dominant categories, this category in- 
cludes buses, vans, and other vehicles, which are primarily 
operated on highways and used for transporting, hauling, de- 
livering, and emergencies. In terms of cases coded, the next 
ered vehicles and tractors, especially forklifts, and 
nonpowered plant and industrial vehicle, particularly carts, 
dollies, and handtrucks. Other major groups in this division 
included air vehicle, nonmotorized highway vehicle, prima- 
rily bicycles, nonindustrial, offroad vehicle, such as golf carts; 

The division of other sources classifies sources of injuries 
and illnesses that are not classified in the previous six divi- 
sions. This division includes ammunition and explosive de- 
vices, apparel and textiles, atmospheric and environmental 
conditions; paper, books, and magazines; steam, vapors, and 


liquids (water, for example), not elsewhere classified, and 
scrap, waste, and debris. The latter major group, which ac- 
counts for most of the division's cases, classifies discarded 
fragments of unknown origin (such as ashes, garbage, sew- 
age, and so forth) as well as other dirt, metal, wood, or uni- 
dentified particles. 


Event or exposure 

The event or exposure code structure describes the manner in 

which the injury or iliness was inflicted or produced. Through 

its use, BLS attempts to answer the broad question of “how” 
The BLS event or exposure classification structure is com- 

posed of seven specifically-defined divisions: 


¢ Contact with objects or equipment 

° Falls 

¢ Bodily reaction and exertion 

¢ Exposure to harmful substances or environments 
¢ Transportation accidents 

¢ Fires and explosions 

¢ Assaults and violent acts 


Many injury producing incidents, however, do not fall 
neatly into one of these divisions because the incidents are 
composed of a series of events. In those instances, one might 
capture information on a micro-event but not on the overall 
incident that really merits prevention efforts. To illustrate, 
consider what occurs in a traffic accident: A car slides on the 
with a truck. The driver of the car has several injuries from 
striking parts of the car and being struck by broken glass. 

If a micro event—such as hitting the windshield or being 
struck by flying glass—was coded within contact with ob- 
jects and equipment, then the fact that the person was in a 
traffic accident, which was the fundamental reason for the 
injuries, would be missed. 

To avoid such omissions, BLS instructs its coders to give 
associated with them. These primary events, in order of pre- 
cedence, include assaults and violent acts, transportation ac- 
cidents, fires, and explosions. 

Assaults and violent acts include cases in which a person 
was injured or made ili by intentional assaults or by violent, 
harmful actions of unknown intent. Usually, injuries involv- 
ing normal worksite tasks of co-workers are considered acci- 
dental rather than intentional or of unknown intent and are 
classified elsewhere. For example, if a worker unintention- 
ally dropped a brick on another worker the disabling event 
would be struck by falling object, a detailed category within 
the division contact with objects or equipment. The assaults 
intentional violence, such as shootings during a robbery, bar- 


room brawls, rape, and attempted suicide, as well as harmful 
actions of unknown intent, such as health care paticuts strik- 
ing thew caregivers. Assaults by animals are also included in 
classified in the division exposure to harmful substances or 
environments.

cident, loss of control, or a sudden stop, start, or jolting of a 
vehicle regardless of the location of the event. This division 
contains very detailed information on many tramsportation 
accidents, including the direction and location of vehicles prior 
to collision, various kinds of noncollision accidents. the lo- 
cation of pedestrians struck by vehicles, and different types 
of railway, water, and aircraft accidents. Many incidents in- 
volving ~chicles are not classified as transportation accidents. 
For example, falis from vehicles not in motion usually are 
Classified as falls from nonmoving vehicle and workers struck 
by rising forklifts are coded strack by object, unless the im- 
pact was also due to the travel of the velicle. 

Fires and explossons have precedence over all other events 
and exposures except assaults and violent acts and transpor- 
tation accidents. Accordingly. they include cases. in which 
the person fell. umped. inhaled a harmful substance. or was 
struck by or struck against an object as a result of a fire or 
explosion. Most fires included in this division resulted from 
the unintended ignition of an object or substance, or became 
uncontrolled after originating at an intentional heat source, 
such as cooking oil. Fires resulting from explosions and those 
that cause explosions are coded as fires because fires take 
precedence over explosions. Fires resulting from arson and 
bombings also are included. An explosion is defined as a 
rapid expansion, outbreak, bursting. or upheaval, either unin- 
tentional or intentionally set. They include large explosions, 
such as a tank car, and small explosions, such as aerosol cans. 
For example, a hot water pressure system that explodes and 
burns a worker is classified as an explosion, taking prece- 
dence over contact with temperature extremes, a Category in 
the division of exposure to harmful substances and env iron- 
ments. 

Contact with objects and equipment apply to injures pro- 
duced by contact between the injured person and the source 
of the injury except when contact was due to falls, transporta- 
tion accidents, fires, explosions, assaults, or violent acts. Six 
ture most impact events that injure workers: (1) Struck against 
objects applies to injuries produced by forcible contact or 
impact when the motion producing the contact is primarily 
that of the injured person, such as a worker bumping into a 
file cabinet, (2) Struck by object includes cases where the 
motion producing the contact is primarily that of the source 
of injury, such as a nail discharged from a staple gun. rather 
than the person, (3) Caught in or compressed by equipment 


or objects includes running equipment or machinery as well 
as rolling, sliding, and shifting objects; (4) Caught in or 
crushed in collapsing materials includes landslides, cave-ins, 
and other collapsing structures, (5) Rubbed or abraded by 
friction or pressure mostly contains cases of foreign matter 
itritativag the eye; and (6) Rubbed, abraded, or jarred by vi- 
bration are non-impact cases mostly resulting from vibration 
of vehicles, mobile equipment, or machinery. 

Falls are events in which the injury was produced by 
impact between the injured person and the source of injury 
when the motion producing contact was generated by grav- 
ity. They are classified into three broad groupings: Fail to 
lower level, jump to lower level, and fall on same level. Each 
of these groupings contain more specific codes, such as fall 
from roof edge, jump from scaffold, and fall to floor, walk- 
way, or other surface. Jumps are differentiated from falls by 
the fact that they are controlled and voluntary even if the 
worker jumped to avoid an uncontrolled fall. A lower level 
is defined as a point of contact lower than the surface sup- 
porting the person at the inception of the fall. Same level sig- 
nifies a point of contact at or above the surface level support- 
ing the person at the inception of the fall. Excluded from this 
ance but not a fall as well as falls from a vehicle involved in 
a transportation accident as defined in that division. 

Bodily reaction and exertion applies to cases, usually non- 
impact, in which injury or iliness resulted from free bodily 
mation, from excessive physical effort, or from repetition of 
a bod:ty motion. Bodily reaction, one of the division's three 
etal or internal injury or illness resulting from the assumption 
of an unnatural position, or from voluntary movements like 
climbing, or involuntary motions induced by sudden noise, 
fright, or efforts to recover from slips or loss of balance (not 
resulting in falls). Overexertion cases involve an outside 
source of injury or illness (such as a heavy container) against 
which excessive physical effort was directed (such as lifting 
or carrying) when the injury or illness occurred. Repetitive 
imposed stress or strain upon some part of the body due to a 
task's repetitive nature. Three specific categories of repeti- 
tive motion are coded: (1) Typing or keyentry; (2) repetitive 
use of tool; and (3) repetitive placing, grasping, or moving 
objects, except tools. Two other groupings of cases are in- 
cluded in this division: Sustained viewing, such as cye strain 
elsewhere classified, not attributed to a specific event or ex- 
posure, such as heart attacks and strokes.

Included in this division are specific major groupings for con- 
tact with electric current (such as direct or indirect contact
